PARISH CLERKS REPORT. 
LONDON. 

22,696 Persons were buried within the Bills of Mortality, in 1754, which is 3,420 more 
than last year; (1753) among them one person 109 years of age, three others upwards 
of 100 each, and 85 between 90 and 100. lb 28 Dec 1754 

According to the General Rill published by the Parish Clerks of London in 1755, there 
have been Christenings 15,209. Burials, 21,917, which are 779 fewer than last year. 
Of this 1,662 are reported to have died of old age, 77 of them were between 90 and 
100, one aged 101, and another 107; but 9,804 were under 5 years of age. 
There have been Christened in 114 Parishes in the City of London 5,377, and 6,971, 
Buried; in the 10 Parishes of Westminster 3,722 Christened, and 4,721 Buried; and 
in the 23 Out Parishes of Midd'x and Surrey, 6,110 Christened, and 10,225 Buried.

EXECUTIONS AT TYBURN. 

The last execution on a permanent gallows in London took place at Tyburn on Nov. 
7. 1783, the malefactor being one John Austin, condemned for highway robbery with 
violence. For centuries Tvburn had been the scene of execution for criminals condem- 
ned in Middlesex, and before the erection of the permanent gibbet, occasional hangings 
had taken place, record existing of the hanging of Judge Tressilian and of Nicholas 
Brembre at that place as far back as 1388. The gallows consisted of three posts, and 
around it were open galleries resembling race-stands, in which seats were let. 

On account of the disgraceful scenes on the road, executions were transferred in 1783 
to the area in front of Newgate — despite the objections of residents — and on December 
3 of that year the first hanging took place there, when no less than ten were executed.
